Rhys Williams, Ron Randell, 
Valentine Perkins and Doris 
Lloyd are featured in the film, 
which is set in the period of the 
Napoleonic Wars. Robert Libott 
and Frank Burt penned the 
screen play. “Tyrant of the 
Sea” traces the British effort 
to destroy invasion barges as- 
sembled by the French, and the 
manner in which the lone vessel 
sent out for that purpose fought 
and captured the powerful flag- 
ship of the French fleet while 
its own officers and crew were 
torn by mutinous dissension. 

Williams, last seen as a USS. 
Army major in “Tokyo Joe,” is 
cast as the whip-lashing cap- 
tain, a tyrant who would crush 
even the man who saves his life 
rather than surrender one iota 
of the power which is _ his. 
Australian-born Ron Randell is 
seen as the fearless fighter and 
reckless lover who is second-in- 
command of the vessel. Valen- 
tine Perkins and Doris Lloyd 
appear as sea-tyrant’s daughter 
and wife, respectively. 

“Tyrant of the Sea” was di- 
rected by Lew Landers and 
produced by Sam Katzman.

tance: the ship’s “suicide” mis- 
sion in hostile seas, the Napo- 
leonic Wars which keynote the 
entire film, the clash of wills 
between ship’s captain and ship’s 
officer. In addition, writers Rob- 
ert Libott and Frank Burt have 
tossed in the manner in which 
the sea-tyrant’s wife and daugh- 
ter fight off the captain and 
help destroy his vast authority. 

There is, of course, a certain 
amount of romance in “Tyrant 
of the Sea,” but the film essen- 
tially is a story of men against 
the sea, and men against each 
other. 

Rhys Williams is superb in 
the title role, as a grim and 
vengeful officer determined in 
maintaining his command. Ron 
Randell is equally satisfactory 
as the reckless fighter and ten- 
der lover of the film, the man 
who loves the daughter of the 
“Tyrant of the Sea,” and defies 
him. In the feminine roles, 
Valentine Perkins is effective 
and attractive as the girl, and 
Doris Lloyd delightful as her 
mother.

WRITE-IN CONTEST. Suitable for newspaper or radio 
use is a write-in contest in which contestants are asked 
to list the names and stars of great sea pictures of the 
past. Most accurate lists receive guest tickets. 


SEA CHANTEYS. Arrange for local disc jockeys to 
play sea chanteys in tribute to your picture, or work 
out a contest in which listeners receive guest tickets 
if they name the sea chanteys played. Arrange for 
music store windows, as well. 


BOOK DISPLAYS. Libraries and book stores should 
be interested in displays of books, with credit given 
the picture. Libraries might concern themselves with 
books dealing with the period of the film, or with naval 
warfare. Book stores might be interested in building 
displays around the popular novels of today, in which 
cutlasses are wielded by the heroes, using the line: 
"Ruthless Fighter . . . Tender Lover.’ Add stills from 
the picture and full credits.

While waiting to strike under cover of fog, 
the Warrior rations run out; scurvy and starvation threaten and the crew 
grows ugly against its captain's brutality. The Warrior escapes after 
a bloody, inconclusive battle with French warships.
